Claim 10 is rejected for the same reasons given for claim 4 in the previous office action dated 01 November 2007, Page 4, paragraph 2. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 27 December 2007 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Sugita et al teaches away from the addition of an adhesive tape to the terminal portion. 
The Examiner would like to point out that the art relied upon in the rejection is the admitted prior art of the Sugita reference which 
discloses a protective tape (25) applied over the positive electrode current collector tab (24) (col. 3 lines 1 9-23). However the background 
art of Sugita fails to disclose this as an insulating tape. Narukawa does in fact disclose this as an insulating tape to prevent an internal 
short circuit. Therefore one skilled in the art would be motivated to include the insulating tape. 

Applicant argues that ease of manufacturing is hindsight when cutting the electrode at one edge and folding the cut portion 
upward to form the tab. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, 
it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But 
so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and 
does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971).
